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Revue not hurt 
by staff changes 

Red and White Revue 1964 
Is expected to meet its curtain 
time February 4 despite soma 
staff changes earlier this sea- 
son, the Dally learned last 
week. 

Commenting on the musical 
•satire's progress In an interview 
Thursday, Revue producer .Marty 
Kerner said the show would have 
been further ahead had there not 
been a staff switch involving at 
least one script writer, but he did 
not express too much concern. 

Kerner said he had released 
original writer Patrick MacFad- 
den some three weeks ago. Co- 
writer and original producer Jim 
Bradford was still officially with 
the show but not expected, to 
stay with it, 

Kerner told the Daily, "I fired 
Pat and I think I've done the 
right thing. From the beginning 
of August to the middle of Sep- 
tember absolutely nothing was 
done". At the end of the six-week 
period the writers handed him 
only a synopsis of the first act, 
he said. 

Kerner explained he also threw 
out MacFadden and ■ Bradford's' 
ilory, "Tom Bones'? because it 
was "very little original". Satire 
scenes depicting,' among other 
things, tjys Queen, the flag, and 
separatism "were good enough 
but afterwards would have been 
Tipped apart by the critics." 

MacFadden called' the firing 
mutufl.-He told the Ddifv he and 
Kerner had mét> iiiforihBlly and 
"ho said he didn't think it wai- 
working but and I agreed." Mac- 
Fadden claimed that at the end 
of that six-week period Kerner 
had asked to see a synopsis only, 
although he and Bradford had the 
first of two acts almost written. 
"I don't want to be a martyr and 
that's the kernel of the thing," 
MacFadden quipped.

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Belli defends 
court actions

"I am not sorry for having 
declared the Dallas court a 
kangaroo and railroad court," 
said Melvin Belli in his opening 
address at the Sir George Wil- 
liams Arts Faculty Association 
meeting. 

He pointed out that the 178 
potential jurors for Ruby's trial 
Included 172 white Southcra 
Baptists. Ail factions of society 
should be represented, he be- 
lieves. 

Belli mentioned that at the 
Ruby trial, while trying to ex- 
plain some very technical psy- 
chological data to the jury, he 
noticed their attention distrac- 
ted to a point bcliind him. Whip- 
ping around, he found the judge 
reading a funny boolc. 
. The one hour and fifty, minute 
absence of the jury was, accor- 
ding to Belli, oné of the longest 
in Texas history. Usually the 
first jury-men are emerging 
from the deliberation-room as 
the last one^ are entering. 

He commented that the Citi- 
zens' Council of Dallas determi- 
nes the city's economic and .so- 
cial life. Belli feels that Judge 
Brown suffered from such exte- 
rior itUurfercnce and that, had 
he l)cc'n left alone he might 
have been a good judge. "He has 
a heart where he lacks in edu- 
cation and wisdom."

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England -McGill 
debate tlonight 

The British Debating team of David Penry- 
Davey and John Thane open their Canadian tour 
facing Joel Bell and Dick Currie of McGill tonight 
at 8:30 In the Leacock Humanities Building 
(Auditorium 132). 

In supporting the proposition "Resolved that the 
United Nations is a creature of its times and will 
not outlive them", they will debate as a team for 
the first time. 

From two different universities (Pcnry-Davey is 
from King's College, London and Thane from Exeter 
College, Oxford) they have not even seen each other 
on the platform. 

Unlike previous British teams, they are debating 
a Canadian circuit only, stepping off at McGill and 
then East to the Maritimes. 

The closest either has come to f.icing a Canadian 
team was last year when Thane heard Gordon 
Echenberg, half of the Canadian team touring 
Britain, deliver his opening speech. He compared 
the address to a comedy act — ten minutes Bob 
Hope and five minutes serious speech. 

Neither Penry-Davey nor Thane care particularly 
for the Amprican competitive method — they feel 
it is not suited to the English style. 

The Canadian style is considered the compromise 
between British and American varieties and the 
two Britons are prepared for their initiation to it 
to be "anything from quite terrific to catastrophic". 

Previous to leaving London, they prepared a 
list of twenty topics which were sent to ail the 
Universities on the tour, indicating their willing- 
ness to debate one, the other or both sides of the 
problems. 

Both have had extensive deba- 
ting experience in England and, 
unlike the McGill team, both 
are graduate students. They aro 
each studying for the bar.

It is not unreasonable that any associa- ; 
tio'n, whatever its aims, should desire a high ■ 
level of intelligence among its members; but 
to moke intelligence itself the sole criterion ; 
for membership is to misunderstand the 
meaning of the word, and to distinguish j 
among individuals ^in a rTiann^,r,,..that is 
fundamentally irrational and undemocratic. 

MENSA prides itself on the fact that no 
one is discriminated against by virtue of 
race, colour, pr creed; but MENSA does dis- 
criminate against 98% of humanity, and on 
a basis that serves to exclude from its ranks 
the majority of those capable of achieving 
whatever worthwhile goals it may finally 
decide to pursue. 

The membership of MENSA is deliberately 
drawn from as many countries of the world 
and OS many walks of life as possible. Such 
diversity is admirable, but it increases the 
difficulties of administration and organiza- 
tion to the point where the greatest, if 
not the only, benefit of being a member is 
the pride in membership — the pride in 
intelligence without knowledge, in superiori- 
ty without effort. 

The ideal that MENSA holds up is so 
entirely wrong that no truly intelligent 
person would want to associate himself with 
it. May its proponents quickly see the error 
of their ways, and direct their good inten- 
tions to a worthier end.

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Election futile says NDP'er

Any federal election at this time will be "the most useless, 
ridiculous election the people of Canada have had to go through 
since Confederation." ' ' 



This view was expressed last 
week by David Orlikow. N.D.P. 
member for Wlnnipcfi North, in 
a speech before the Sir George 
Williams University New Dcnio- 
cral Club. 

Although an election at the pre- 
sent time would, according to Or- 
likow, be advantageous to the 
New Democrats because they 
could use the "Pearson govern- 
ment's lack of achievement" as 
the main campaign issue, he feels 
certain groups would fight it on 
the flag issue, counting on Eng- 
lish Canadian reaction to French 
Canada's aspirations. ^ 

However, recalling the divisions 
that occurred over the conscrip- 
tion issues of thé World' Wars, he 
opposed an election at this time 
in the national interest. 

Turning to the Issue of recog- 
nition for Red China, Orlikow 
said "it Is stupid not to recognize 
the Red Chinese government as 
the legal government of China's 
700 milion people," He contended 
that if China were in the U.N. it 
would be easier to pressure her 
into adhering to the test ban 
treaty. 



The Member of Paliamei^t also 
spoke .of the need for economic 
planning in Canada, calling Can- 
ada's present low unemployment 
rate "an accident due to the pros- 
perity of the United States. Their 
prosperity has slopped over into 
Canada." ' 

He called for the use of our 
national resources in such a way 
as to benefit the whole popula- 
tion. In order to combat U.S. 
ownership of our industry, he 
suggested the setting up of an 
investment corporation with funds 
to be collected from the Pension 
Plan. 

Orlikow criticized the , govern- 
ment for inaction on the Pension 
Plan, the I^bou^Code, an,d Med- 
icare. Citing lh'ë?àcUons' of Eng- 
land's Labour government,, he re- 
futed the claim that the Liberals' 
inaction was due to their minority 
position. 

• He deplored the fact that the 
flag issue is holding up this ini. 
portant legislation* claiming that 
Mr. Dicfcnbaker will not fili- 
buster these issues to death be- 
cauisc he knows that the people 
of Canada support them, and fears 
that his party will be branded 
obstructionist.
